In that suit, basis of one of the 
State Committee’s charges against 
Fenn, the attorney charged a con

utation. He filed it in 1936, thus dis- 
closing that his conduct as an at- 
torney was under investigation, but 
dismisséd it after the St. Louis 
Committee 
which its attornefs questioned Fenn 
and a group of lead miners about 
his activities in representing work- 
men with occupational disease 
claims. : 


The depositions, part of the rec- 
ords identified by the deputy cir- 
cuit clerk, contain testimony that 
Fenn filed 136 occupational disease 
damage suit8 for workmen between 
19380 and 1936, of which 86 were 
against the National Lead Co. and 
its subsidiary. Miners testified he 
solicited their claims but he denied 
this. : 

The State Commiittee, which took 
over the investigation of Fenn’s 
professional conduct to avoid any 
appearance of prejudice, alleges in 
its disbarment petition that Fenn 
filed the damage suit “unprofession- 
ally” and without proper inquiry.

Other charges of unprofessional 
conduct against Fenn, all of which

Motor vehicle accidents during 
4937 caused 39,500 deaths, 1,360,000 
rsonal injuries and an economic 
loss of $1,700,000,000. The traffic

costs computed for all 


accidents included wage losses, an- 
ticipated future earnings, medical 
s, overhead costs of insur- 
ance and property damage in fires 
and motor-vehicle accidents. 
Decline in Heat Deaths. 

The number of accidental deaths 

r 100,000 population decreased 4 
per cent during 1937. The council 
said the decrease was attributable 
almost entirely to a drop in the 
number of heat fatalities. In the 
summer of 1936 a total of 4678 heat 
deaths were placed in the accident 

. while less than 1000 oc- 
curred in the summer of 1937. 

Twenty-two states had fewer mo- 

tor ‘vehicle deaths in 1937 than 

‘while 33 states had lower 
death rates based on mileage. The 
council reported there were 108 mo- 
tor vehicle deaths in the nation 
every day of the year, and that if 
accidents continued during 1938 at 
the same rate as 1937, one in every 

13 persons will be injured or killed. 

About 19,500 persons were killed 
in work accidents last year, the 
council's report said. This was an 
increase of 1000 deaths, or 5 per 
cent, from the 1936 total. Safety 
Council experts said the increase 
was due primarily to more employ- 
ment in 1937. 

Fewer Deaths of Children. 

A reduction of 4 to 10 per cent in 
the number of accidents in the age 
group below 15 and above 25 was 
noted in 1937. An increase of 7 
per cent in the death rate was 
shown for the age group 15 to 24 
years. This group showed a 24 per 
cent death rate increase from 1922 
to 1937, second only to the age 
group 65 years and over, which had 
an increase of 33 per cent. 

Traffic deaths of children under 
15 years decreased from 4350 in 
1936 to 4150, while adult deaths in- 
ereased from 32,749 to 35,350. The 
death rate of children under 5 
dropped 8 per cent from. 1936 to 
1937. 


THEODORE AHRENS, 79, DIES

LOUISVILLE, Ky. June 13. — 
Theodore Ahrens, 79 years old, 
chairman of the board of the 
Standard Sanitary Manufacturing 
Co, Pittsburgh, and a founder of 
the American Radiator Co., died 
here last night of uremia. 

He was founder and first presi- 
dent of the Standard Sanitary Man- 
wacturing Co., plumbing supply 
firm, which he headed for 30 years.

Restraint, Not Censorship, Kept Inn 
Papers Silent a Long Time on Simpson : 
Episode, Says Report. ate a 


ee 


em of British newspapers for 
their “inadequate”. reporting of 
American news is contained in a 
eg rea “Report on the British 
Press” just issued here by the well. 
known research organization, P E 
P (Political and Deonomie Plan- 
ning). 
“on the long view, economic and 
political trends are forcing the Kn- 
glish-epeaking peoples closer to- 
gether, and that those newspapers 
which regard their American news 
as an investment will benefit in the 
long run, although public demand 
will have to be built up by skillful 
journalistic treatmeat.” 

The report’s verdict fully bears 
out what American correspondents 
here have been saying for years. 
After returning frem a year and a 
half of newspaper work in New 
York, this correspondent feels a 
sénsation of isolation from America 
much greater than that which he 
felt regarding -England while in 
New York, because of the infinitely 
greater coverage of British news in 
the metropolitan newspapers of the 
United States. 

Who the Critics Are. 

P E P, the organization which 
made the report, is a non-partisan 
group of economists, scientists, | 
business . men, industrialists and 
civil servants who are interested in 
national planning. I. N. Sief, as- 
sistant managing director of a na- 
tional chain of limited price variety 
stores, is chairman. Leonard Elm- 
hirst, whose wife was the widow of 
the late Willard Straight of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., is vice-chairman of 
the governing council.

The report, which is the result 
of three years of work by the press 
group of FP E P, is. published 
anonymously, as is all of the or- 
ganization’s work. After criticis- 
ing the London press for its poor 
coverage of national compared 
with London news, the report con- 
tinues: 

“Particularly in the United States 
British correspondents appear to 
lack a grasp of the diversity of the 
country and the characteristics of 
its regions, nor is this surprising 
when it is remembered that very 
few London newspapers are repre- 
sented by British correspondents of 
their Own anywhere in the United 
States outside of New Tork. There 
are actually national newspapers 
(the report means newspapers with 
a national circulation) which have 
no correspondent of their own in 
America. 

“Several British newspapers have 
more than one man in Berlin and 
Paris, and the difference in quality 
of the news where correspondents 
are able to get about is very ap- 
parent. Part of the misunder- 
standing which so frequently queers 
Anglo-American relations must be 
attributed to the inadequacy of the 
press mechanism for informing 
British readers’ of what America 
is thinking and doing. 

Too Much for One Man. 

“It cannot seriously be expected 
that one man should at the same 
time read through the daily floou 
of news agency. material, press 
handouts and propaganda, select 
from it the stories most important 
and interesting te British readers, 
follow them up with the people or 
organizations concerned, in order 
to get the background and any nec- 
essary amplification, write them up 
and dispatch them on time,.and in 
addition be able to follow trends, to 
keep up a wide range of general 
contacts, and, above all, to get 


The report concludes that 


in particular being traditionally 
represented as subtly entrapping 
other countries to serve British in- 


terests. 

“Again, the bulk of tendentious 
material supplied to the press in 
America is much greater than in 
England, and while business and 


cessible to journalists, it is more 
difficult to get reliable data for in- 
terpretation of news, such as is 
available in London at clubs, at din- 
ner parties and elsewhere where 
people exchange informed views, 
freely speaking ‘off the record. 

Circulation and the Long View. | 

“One man ‘trying to do this job 
inevitably compares badly with an 
agency service, because his news 
comes through later, is less well-in- 
formed,. and, owing to cable 
charges, is less full. Some news- 
papers draw from this the conclu- 
sion that an American correspond- 
ent.is hardly worth while, instead 
of the more obvious conclusion that 
what is needed to get satisfactory 
news from a continent is adequate 
representation. Where one man is 
a failure three may be a success. 

“Perhaps the greatest difficulty 
of all is to convince the British 
press that American news in par- 
ticular is worth more space and 
more staff than is allowed for it. 
In fact, from an immediate circu- 
lation standpoint, present policies 
can be strongly defended. On a 
long view, however, it must be 
evident. that economic and political 
trends are e ae —.— 
speaking peoples closer er, 
and that this must demand fuller 
information for each other's 
thoughts and doings. 

As an Aid to Friendship. 


“Those newspapers which can 
agree to start now a forward policy 
in developing their American news 
are likely to gain considerably by it 
im the long run, although fuller 
American news and features will 
undoubtedly in present conditions, 
attract sufficient readers. 

“Given such treatment, there is 
much good material ready to hand, 
for example, in the New York the- 
ater, in the engineering and devel- 
opment of schemes such as flood 
contro] and the reclamation of the

Discussing how the British press 
“fulfills its social function,” the re-
